Executive Summary: 

As Jennifer Singleton remains reluctant to provide information about Haley's medical issues or 
previous court involvement, doesn't feel counseling is necessary, has made her home "off 
Limits" to CASA and others attempting to work with her, hasn't been very active in visitation 
with Haley, and because Haley herself adamantly states that she does not want to go back to 
Jennifer Singleton's home, Haley should remain at Cherokee Estates. 

Supervised visitation should be provided for both parents and Haley's brothers if they desire it. 
The court should consider the option of placing Haley in custody with her father Walter 
Singleton. If the option is explored, the court should consider including Julie Liss, Walter 
Singleton's fiance, to be included in the court approved visitations. 

Pending permanent placement, the court should authorize phone calls and written 
correspondence with Walter Singleton because his current residence and employment is in 
Florida making personal contact difficult and he currently visits Haley once a month.

Jennifer Singleton alleges that Haley has a history of mental illness, however she has not 
produced any documentation for us to review. Haley did tell me voluntarily that while living in 
Florida, she overdosed once on her mothers medication, ran away once, and that she tried cutting 
herself, but she states she has not done any of that behavior since moving to Georgia. She stated 
that she did these things because she was so unhappy, that she hated being homeschooled, was 
lonely, and she was so unhappy about her parents separation.

Visitation Comments Haley describes her visits with Jennifer as stressful, she states that her mom only 

talks about fun things she is missing with her brothers and says negative things about 
her father. Haley stated that after her visit in January with mom, that Jennifer told 
her that it was up to Haley if she wanted to see her or not and cut the visit short. 
Haley has not seen her mother since that visit. 

Haley has now had 2 visits with her father Walter in January and February. I 
visited Haley after each of these visits, she was very happy, stated she loved seeing 
her dad that she missed him terribly, she also stated that her dad missed her and they 
enjoyed being together, Haley says she wants to move back to florida to live with her 
dad. She showed me pictures that Walter brought for her of fun family times with 
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him and her brothers. Haley becomes very animated when talking about her father. 
She says she wishes they could see each other more often but she knows he works 
and does military on weekends. Haley stated that she was always bonded more with 
her father and now that he is back in her life, things are getting much better.

2/4/16, 1 talked by phone, with Jennifer Singleton for 27 1/2 minutes, about her last visit with 
Haley. Jennifer stated that Haley told her that if Haley is sent home she is "going to beat the 
crap out of all of them", she states Haley is borderline personality and that she beats up on me 
and her brothers, she also stated that she was afraid that if she gives up her rights on Haley, that 
her boys will be taken away, Jennifer states that she "never kept her kids away from their 
father", if they want to see him it is OK with her, she also said that after Walter left, "Haley took 
over his role as the abuser", she informed me at this time that she had been offered family 
counseling but has been through it before and "I told Julia I don't need it", Jennifer also told me 
at this time that I could not visit her or Haley's brothers at their home because they have already 
been through enough trauma.

Haley should remain at Cherokee Estates. She is presently in a stable educational environment. 
Reqardless of placement options, she should be allowed to complete this school year at her 
present school. 

Visitation between child(ren) and parent(s) and child(ren) and sibling(s) 

Continued supervised visitation between Jennifer Singleton and Haley if they desire, Supervised 
visitation between Haley and her brothers offered, and continue supervised visitation with 
Walter Singleton and Haley. I also recommend due to the distance involved, that Haley be 
allowed both mail and phone calls from her father Walter Singleton 


Treatment services for parent(s), sibling(s), caretaker(s), etc. 

Encourage family counseling involving Jennifer Singleton and son's Seth and Aiden. On 2/3/16 
I asked Jennifer if the boys wanted to see Haley, she stated that her son Seth wants to see Haley 
so that "he can tell her off.

At some future time, Walter Singleton's fiance, Julie Liss, should be included in supervised 
visitation with Walter if he is going to continue to be active in her life
